up privilege, would be ruinous to the 
republic and would mark the aban- 
donment of the effort to secure in the

erty, is exectly as evil as corruptly to 
defend the wrongdoing of men 
wealth. The war we Wage must be 
w against misconduct, against 
wrongdoing wherever it is found: and 
we must stand heartily for the rights 
of every decent man, whether he be 
a man of great wealth or a man who 
earns his livelihood as a wage-worker 
or a tiller of the soil. ; 

REWARD FOR INTELLIGENCE. 

It is to the interest of all of us that 
there should be a premium put upon 
individual initiative and individual 
capacity, and an ample reward for the 
great directing intelligences alone com- 
petent to manage the great business 
operations of today. It is well to keep 
in. mind that exactly as the anarchist 
is the worst enemy of liberty and the 
reactionary the worst enemy of order, 
so the men who defend the rights of 
property have most to fear from the 
wrongdoers of great wealth, and the 
men who are chempioning popular 
rights have most to fear from the 
demagogues who in the name of popu- 
lar rights would do wrong to and op- 
press honest business men, honest men 
of wealth; for the success of either 
type of wrongdoer necessarily invites 
a violent reaction against the cause the 
wrongdoer nominally upholds. In point 
of danger to the nation there is noth- 
ing to choose between on the one hand 
the corruptionist, the bribe-giver, the 
bribe-taker, the man who employs his 
great talent to svwindie his fellow-citi- 
zens on a large scale, and, on the other 
hand, the preacher of class hatred, the 
man who, whether from ignorance or 
from willingness to sacrifice his coun- 
try to his ambition, persuades well- 
meaning but wrong-headed men to try 
to destroy the instruments upon which 
our prosperity mainly rests. Let eacn 
group of men beware of and guard 
against the shortcomings to which that 
group is itself most liable. Too often 
we see the business community in a 
spirit of unhealthy class consciousness 
Geplore the effort to hold to account 
under the law the wealthy men who Im 
their management of great corpora- 
tions, whether railroads, street ran 
ways, or other industrial enterprises, 
have behaved in a wey that revolts the, 
conscience of the plain, decent people. 
Such an attitude cannot be condemned 
too severely, for men of property shoulda 
recognize that they jeopardize the 
rights of property when they fail heart- 
ily to join in the effort to Go .away 
with the abuses of wealth. On the 
other hand, those who advocete proper 
contro! on behalf of the public, through 
the State, of these great corporations, 
and of the wealth engaged on a giant 
scale in business operations, must ever 
keep in mind that unless they do 
scrupulous justice to the corporation, 
unless they permit ample prorit. and 
cor@ially encourage capable men of 
business so long as they act with hon- 
esty, they are striking at the root of 
our national well-being; for in the long 
run, under the mere pressure of mate- 
ria! distress, the people as a whole 
would probably go back to the reign 
of an unrestricted individualism rather 
than submit to a control by the State

OPPOSITION TO CONTROL. 
The opposition to government con-

It 
is not at all infrequent to read in the 
same speech a denunciation of pred- 
atory wealth fostered by special privi-

Of course the policy set forth in such 
twin denunciations amounts to abso- 
luteiy nothing, for the first halt is 
nullified by the second half. 


sound and compelling reasons, 
led to the formation of the nationa! 
government, was the absolute need 
that the Union, and not the several 
States, should deal with interstate and 
foreign commerce; and the power to 
deal with interstate commerce was 
granted absolutely and plenarily to 
the central government and was ex- 
ercised completely as regards the only 
instruments of interstate commerce 
known in those days—the waterways, 
the high roads, as well as the partner- 
ships of individuals who then conduct- 
ed all of what business there was. 
Interstate commerce is now chiefly 
conducted by railroads; and the great 
corporation has supplanted the mass 
of small partnerships or individuals. 
The to the national 

ment supreme over, and there- 

re to give it complete control over, 
the railroads and other instruments of 
interstate commerce is merely a pro- 
posal to carry out to the letter one 
of the prime purposes, if not the prime 
purpose, for which the Constitution 
was founded. It does not represent 
centralization. 


in business. If this irresponsible out- 
side business power is to be controlled 
in the interest of the neral public 
it can only be control in one way; 
by giving adequate power of control to 
the one sovereignty capable of exer- 
cising such power—the nat gov- 
ernment. 


STATES UNEQUAL. 


Forty or fifty separate State govern- 
ments cannot exercise that power 
over corporations doing business in 
most or all of them; first, because they 
absolutely lack the authority to deal 
with interstate business in any form, 
and second, because of the inevitable 
conflict of authority sure to arise in 
the effort to enforce different kinds 
of State regulation, n inconsistent 
with one another and sometimes op- 
pressive in themselves. Such divided 
authority cannot regulate commerce 
with wisdom and effect. The central 
government is the only power which, 
without „ Can nevertheless 
thoroughly and adequately control and 
supervise the large corporations. To 
abandon the effort for national con- 
trol means to a n the effort for 
all adequate control and yet to ren- 
der likely continual bursts of action 
by State legislatures, which cannot 
achieve the purpose sought for, but 
which can do a great deal of damage 
to the corporation without conferring 
any real benefit on the public. 

I believe that the more far-sighted 
corporations are themselves coming to 
recognize the unwisdom of the violent 
hostility they have displayed during 
the last few years to regulation and 
control by the national government of 
combinations in interstate 
business. The truth is that we who 
believe in this movement of asserting 
and exercising a genuine control, in 
the public interest, over these great 
corporat have to contend against 
two sets of enemies, who, though 
nominally opposed to one another, are 
really allles in preventing a proper 
solution of the problem. There are, 
first, the big corporation men, and the 
extreme individualists among business 
men, who genuinely believe in utterly 
unregulated business—that is, in the 
reign of plutocracy; and, second, the 

who, being blind to the economic 
movements of the day, believe jn a 
movement of repression rather than 
of regulation of corporations, and who 
denounce both the power of the rall- 
roads and the exercise of the Federal 
power which alone can really control 
the railroads. Those who believe in 
efficient national control, on the other 
hand, do not in the least object to 
combinations; do not in the least ob- 
ject to concentration in business ad- 
ministration. On the contrary, they 
favor both, with the all-important pro- 
viso that there shall be such publicity 
about their workings, and such thor- 
oughgoing control over them, as to 
insure their being in the interest, and 
not against the interest, of the general 
public. We do not object to the con- 
centration of wealth and administra- 
tion: but we do belleve in the dis- 
tribution of the wealth in profits to 
the real owners, and in securing to 
the public the full benefit of the con- 
centrated administration. We believe 
that with concentration in administra- 
tion there can come both the advan- 
tage of a larger ownership and of a 
more equitable distribution of profits, 
and at the same time a better service 
ta the commonwealth. We believe that 
the administration should be for the 
benefit of the many: and that greed 
and rascality, practiced ‘on a large 
scale, should be punished as relent- 
lessly as If practiced on a small scale. 

NO EASY METHOD. 

We do not for a moment believe 
that the problem will de solved by 
any short and easy method. The so- 
lution will come only by pressing va- 
rious concurrent remedies. Some of 
these remedies must lie outside the do- 
main of all government. Some must 
lie outside the domain of tne Federal 
government. But there is legisiation 
which the Federal government alone 
can enact and which is absolutely 
vital in order to secure the attain- 
ment of our purpose. Many laws are 
needed. There should be regulation 
by the national government of the 
great interstate corporations, includ- 
ing a simple method of account keep- 
ing. publicity, supervision of the issue 
of securities, abolition of rebates and 
of special privileges. There should be 
short-time franchises for all corpora- 
tions engaged in public business; in- 
cluding the corporations Which get 
power from water rights. There 
should be national as wel! as State 
guardianship of mines and forests. 
The labor legislation hereinafter re- 
ferred to should concurrently be en- 
acted into law. 

To accomplish this means, of course, 
a certain increase in the use of—not 
the creation of—power by the central 
government. The power already ex- 
iste: it does not have to be created: 
the only question is whether it shal) be 
used or left idle—and meanwhile the 
corporations over which the power 
ought to be exercised will not remain 
idle. Let those who object to this in- 
crease in the use of the only power 
avaliable, the national power, be 
frank. and admit openly that they pro- 
pose to abandon any effort to control 
the great business corporations and to 
exercise supervision over the accumu- 
lation and distribution of wealth; for 
such supervision and control can only 
come through this particular kind of 
Increase of power. We no more believe 
in that empiricism which demands 
absolutely “unrestrained individualism 
than we do in that empiricism which 
clamors for a deadening socialism 
which would destroy all individual m- 
itiative and would ruin the country 
with a completeness that not even an 
unrestrained individualism itself could 
achieve. The danger to American de- 
mocracy lies not in the least in the 
concentration of administrative power

Democracy is in peril wherever the ad- 
ministration of political power is scat- 
tered among a variety of men who 
work in secret, whose very names are 
unknown to the common people. It is 
not in perl from any man who derives 
authority from the people, who exer- 
cises it in sight of the people, and who 
is from time to time compelled to give 
an account of its exercise to the peo- 


ple. 
REGARDING LABOR. 

There are many matters gffecting la- 
bor and the status of the worker 
to which I should like to draw your at- 
tention, but an exhaustive discussion 
of the problem in all its aspects is not 
now necessary. This administration tis 
nearing its end; and, moreover, under 
our form of government, the solution of 
the problem depends upon the action 
of the States as much as upon the ac- 
tion of the nation. Nevertheless, there 
are certain congiderktions which I wish 
to 5 before you, because I hope that 
our people will more and more keep 
them in mind. A blind and ignorant 
resistance to every effort for the reform 
of a and for the readjustment of 
society to modern industrial conditions 
represents not true conservatism but 
an incitement to the wildest radical- 
ism; for wise radicalism and wise con- 
servatism go hand in hand, one bent 
on progress, the other bent on seeing 
that no change is made unless in the 
right direction. I believe in a steady 
effort, or perhaps it would be more 
accurate to say in steady efforts in 
many different directions, to bring 
about a condition of affaire under 
which the men who work with hand or 
with brain, the laborers, the super- 
intendents, the men Who produce for 
the market and the men who find a 
market for the articles produced, shall 
own a far greater share than at pres- 
ent of the wealth they produce, and be 
enabled to invest it in the tools and 
instruments by which all work is car- 
ried on. As far as possible, I hope to 
see a frank recognition of the advan- 
tages conferred by machinery, organi- 
zation and division of labor, aceompan- 
led by an effort to bring about a larger 
share in the ownership by wage-worker 
of railway, mill and factory. In farm- 
ing, this simply means that we wish 
to see the farmer own his own land; 
we do not wish to see the farms so 
large that they become the property of 
absentee landlords, who farm them by 
tenants, nor yet so small that the 
farmer becomes like European peas- 
ant. Again, the depositors in our sav- 
ings banks now number over one-tenth 
of our entire population. These are all 
capitalists, who, through the savings 
banks, loan their money to the workers 
—that is, in many cases, to themselves 
—to carry on their various industries. 
The more we increase their number, 
the more we introduce the principles 
of cotperation into our industry. Every 
increase in the number of small stock- 
holders in corporations is a good thing, 
for the same reasons; and where the 
employés are the stockholders the re- 
sult is particularly good. Very much 
of this movement must be outside of 
anything that can be accomplished by 
legislation; but legislation can do a 
good deal. Postal savings banks will 
make i easy for the poorest to keep 
their savings in absolute safety. The 
regulation of the national highways 
must be such that they shall serve all 
people with equal justice. Corporate 
finances must be supervised so as to 
make it far safer than at present for 


the man of small means to Invest his: 


money in stocks. There must be pro- 
hibition of child labor, diminution of 
women labor, shortening of hours of 
all mechanical labor; stock watering 
should be prohibited, and stock gam- 
bling, so far as is possible, discour- 
ag There should be a progressive 
inheritance tax on large fortunes. In- 
dustrial education should be encour- 
aged. As far as possible we should 
lighten the burden of taxation on the 
small man. We should put a premium 
upon thrift, hard work and business 
energy; but these qualities cease to be 
the main factors in accumulating a 
fortune long before that fortune 
reaches a point where it would be se- 
riously affected by any inheritance tax 
such as I propose. It I= eminently 
right that the nation should fix the 
terms upon which the great fortunes 
are inherinted. They rarely do good 
and they often do harm to those who 
inherit them in their entirety. 
WAGE-WORKERS. 

The above is the merest sketch, hard- 
ly even a sketch in outline, of the re- 
forms for which we should work. But 
there is one matter with which the 
Congress should deal at this session. 
There should no longer be any palter- 
ing with the question of taking care 
of the wage-workers who, under our 
present industrial system, become 
killed, crippled or worn out as part of 
the regular incidents of a given busi- 
ness. The majority of wage-workers 
must have their rights secured for 
them by State action; but the national 
government should legislate in thor- 
oughgoing and far-reaching fashion 
not only for all employés of the na- 
ſonal government, but for all persons 
ngaged in interstate commerce. The 
ohject sought for could be achieved 
to a measureable degree, as far as 
those killed or crippled are concerned. 
by proper employers’ liability laws. 
As far as concerns those who have 
been worn out, I call your attention 
to the fact that definite steps toward 
providing old-age pensions have been 
taken in many of our private indus- 
tries. These may be indefinitely ex- 
tended through voluntary association 
and contributory schemes, or through 
the agency of savings banks, as under 
the recent Massachusetts plan. To 
strengthen these practical measures 
should be our immediate duty: it is 
not at present necessary to consider 
the larger and more general govern- 
mental schemes that most European 
governments have found themselves 
obliged to adopt. 

Our present system, or rather no sys- 
tem, works dreadful wrong, and is 
of benefit to only one class of people 
the lawyers. When a workman is in- 
jured| what he needs is not an expen- 
sive and doubtful lawsuit, but the cer- 
tainty of relief through immediate ad- 
ministrative action. The number of 
accidents which result in the death or 
crippling of wage workers, in the 
Union at large, is simply appalling: in 
a very few years it runs up a total 
far in excess of the aggregate of the 
dead and weunded in any modern war. 
No academic theory about “freedom 
of contract” or “constitutional Uberty 
to contract“ should be permitted to 
interfere with this and similar move- 
ments. Progress in civilization has 
everywhere meant a limitation and 
regulation of contract. I call your es- 
pecial attention to the bulletin of the 
Bureau of Labor which gives a state- 
ment of the methods of treating the 
unemployed in European countries, as 
this is a subject which in Germany, 
for instance, is treated in connection 
with making provision for worn-out 
and crippled workmen. 


LEGISLATION NEEDED. 
Pending a thoroughgoing investiga- 
tion and action there is certain legis- 
lation which should be enacted at once. 
The law, passed at the last on of 


the Congress, granting compensation 
to certain classes of employés of the 


its terms. There is no good ground 
for the distinction made in the law 
between those engaged in hazardous 
occupations and those not so engaged. 
If a man is injured or killed in any 
line of work, it was hazard in his 
case. Whether 1 per cent. of W per 
cent. of those 22 a given occu- 
pation actually suffer injury or death 
ought not to hove any bearing on the 
question of their receiving compensa- 
tion. It is a agri logic which says 
to an injured employé or to the de- 
pendents of one killed that he or they 
are entitled to no compensation be- 
cause very few le other than he 
have been inju or killed in that oc- 
cupation. Perhaps one of the most 
striking omissions in the law is that it 
does not embrace peace and 
others whose lives may be sacrificed 
in enforcing the laws of the United 
States. The terms of the act providing 
compensation should be made more 
liberal than in the present act. A 
year’s compensation is not adequate 
for a wage earner’s family in the event 
of his death by accident in the course 
of his employment. And in the event 
of death occurring, say, ten or eleven 
months after the accident, the family 
would only receive as compensation 
the equivalent of one or two months’ 
earnings. In. this respect the generos- 
ity of the United States toward its em- 
ployés compares most unfavorably with 
— of every country in Europe—even 
t 


poorest. 

The terms of the act are also a hard- 
ship in prohibiting payment in cases 
where the accident is in any way due 
to the negligence of the employé. It 
is inevitable that daily familiarity with 
danger will lead men to take chances 
that can be construed into ligence. 
So well is this recognized that in prac- 
tically all countries in the civilized 
world, except the United States, only 
a great degree of negligence acts as a 
bar to securing compensation, Probably 
in no other is our legislation, 
both State and national, so far behind 
practically the entire civilized world 
as in the matter of A2 and com- 

tion for accidents in industry. It 
s humiliating that at European inter- 
national congresses on accidents the 
United States should be singled out as 
the most belated ae the nations in 
respect to employers’ liability legisia- 
tion. This government is itself a large 
employer of labor, and in its dealings 
with its employés it should set a4 
standard in this country which would 
place it on a par with the most 
progressive countries in Europe. 
laws of the United States in this re- 
spect and the laws of European coun- 
tries have been summarized in a recent 
bulletin of the Bureau of Labor, and 
no American who reads this summary 
can fall to be struck by the great con- 
trast between our practices and theirs 
— contrast not in any sense to our 


credit. 
LIABILITY LAW. 

The Congress should without further 
delay pass a model employers’ liability 
law for the District of Columbia. The 
employers’ liability act recently de- 
clared unconstitutional, on account of 
apparently — in its provisions 
employees engaged in intrastate com- 
merce, as well as those e in 
interstate commerce, has been held by 
the local courts to be still in effect so 
far as its provisions apply to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. There should be no 
ambiguity on this point. If there is 
any doubt on the subject, the law 
should be reénacted with special refer- 
ence to the District of Columbia. This 
act, however, applies only to employés 
of common carriers. In all other oc- 
cupations the liability law of the Dis- 
trict is the old common law. The se- 
verity and injustice of the common 
law in this matter has been in some 
degree or another modified in the ma- 
jority of our States, and the only juris- 
diction under the exclusive control of 
the Congress should be ahead and not 
behind the States of the Union in this 
respect. A comprehensive employers’ 
liability law should be passed for the 
District of Columbia. 

I renew my recommendation made in 
a previous message that half-holidays 
be granted during summer to all wage 
workers in government employ. 

1 also renew my recommendation 
that the principle of the eight-hour 
day should as rapidly and as far as 
practicable be extended to the entire 
work being carried on by the govern- 
ment; the present law should de 
amended to embrace contracts on those 
public works which the present word- 
ing of the act seems to exclude. 

I most earnestly urge upon the Con- 
gress the duty of increasing the totally 
inadequate salaries now given to our 
judges. On the whole, there is no 
body of public servants who do as val- 
uable work, nor whose moneyed re- 
ward is so inadequate compared to 
their work. Beginning with the Su- 
preme Court the judges should have 
their salaries doubled. It is not be- 
fitting the dignity of the nation that 
its most honored public servants should 
be paid sums so small compared to 
what they would earn in private life 
that the performance of public service 
by them implies an exceedingly heavy 
pecuniary sacrifice. 

It is earnestly to be desired that 
some method should be devised for 
doing away with the long delays which 
now obtain in the administration of 
justice, and which operate with pe- 
cullar severity against persons of 
small means, and favor only the Very 
criminals whom it is most desirable to 
punish. These long delays in the final 
decisions of cases make in the aggre- 
gate a crying evil; and a remedy 
should be devised. Much of this in- 
tolerable delay is due to improper re- 
gard paid to technicalities which are 
a mere hindrance to 2 In some 
noted recent cases this overregard for 
technicalities has resulted in a striking 
denial of justice, and flagrant wrong 
to the body politic. 

ATTACK ON JUDICIARY. 

At the last election certain leaders 

of organized labor made a violent and 


sweeping attack upon the entire ju- 


diciary of the country, an attack 
couched in such terms as to irelude 
the most upright, honest and broad- 
minded judges, no less than those of 
narrower mind and more restricted 
outlook. It was the kind of attack 
admifably fitted to prevent any suc 
cesstül attempt to reform abuses of 
the judiciary, because it gave the 
champions of tae unjust judge their 
eagerly desired opportunity to shitt 
their ground into a championship of 
just judges who were unjustly as- 
sailed. Last year, before the House 
Committee on tne Judiciary, these 
same labor leaders formulated their 
demands, specifying the bill that 
contained them, refusing all comprom- 
ise, stating they wished the principle 
of that bill or notaing. They insisted 
on a provision that in a labor dispute 
no injunction should sue except to 
protect a property right, and specific- 
ally provided that the right to carry 
on buriness should not be construed 
as a property right; and in a second 
provision their bill made legal in a 
labor dispute any act or agreement by 
or between two or more persons that 
would not have been unlawful if done 
by a single person. In other words, 
this bill legalized blacklisting and boy- 
cotting In every form, legalizing, for 
instance, those forms of the secondary 
boyeott whica the anthracite coal 
strike commission so unreservedly 
condemned; while the right to carry 
on a business was explicitly taken out 
from under that protection waich the 
law throws over property. The de- 
mand was made that there should be 
trial by jury in contempt cases, 
thereby most seriously impairing the 
authority of the courts. All this rep- 
resented a course of policy which, if 
carried out, would mean the enthrone- 
ment of class privilege in its erudest 


and most brutal form, and the de- 
struction of one of the most essential 
functions of tae judiciary m all civil- 
ized lands. 

TWO TRUTHS. 

The violence of the crusade for this 
legisiation, and its complete failure. 
lilustrate two truths which it is essen- 
tial our people should learn. In the 
first place, they ought to teach the 
workingman, the laborer, the wage- 
worker, that by demanding what is 
improper and impossible he plays intu 
tae hands of his foes. Such a crude 
and vicious attack upon the courts. 
even en were temporarily successful, 
would inevitably in the end cause a 
violent reaction and would band the 
great mass of citizens together, force- 
stand by all the judges, 
competent and incompetent alike 
rather than to see the wheels of jus- 
tice stopped. A movement of this kind 
can ultimately result m nothing but 
damage to those in whose behalf it is 
nominally undertaken. This is a most 
healtay truth, which it is wise for all 
to learn. Any movement 
class hatred which at 
times assumes the name of “class 
consciousness”.is certain ultimately to 
fail, and if it temporarily succeeds, to. 
do far-reaching damage. “Class con- 
sciousness,” where it is merely 
name for the odious vice uf class sel- 
fishness, is equally noxious whether in 
an employer's. association or in a4 
workingman’s'asrociation. The move- 
ment in question was one ‘n which the 
appeal was made to all workingmen to 
vote primarily, not as A citi- 
zens, but as individuals of a certain 
class in y. Suca an appeal in 
the first place revolts the more high- 
minded and far-sighted among the 
persons to whom it is addressed, and 
in the second place tends to arouse a 
strong antagonism among all other 
classes of citizens, whom it therefor: 
tends to unito against t very or- 
ganization on whose behalf it is is- 
sued. The result is therefore unfor- 
tunate from every standpoint. This 
nealthy truth, by the way, will 
learned by the Socialists if they ev 
succeed in establishing in this country 
an important national party based on 
such class consciousness and selfish 
class interest. 

The wageworkers, the workingmen, 
the laboring men of the country by 
the way in which they repudiated the 
effort to get them to cast taeir votes 
in response to an appeal to class ha- 
tred, have emphasized their sound 
patriotism and Americanism. The 
whole country has cause to feel pride 
in this attitude of sturdy independ- 
ence, in this uncompromising insist- 
ence upon 2 simply as good citi- 


REACTIONARIES. 

But the extreme reactionaries, the 
persons who blind themselves to the 
wrongs now and then committed by 
the courts on laboring men, should 
also think seriously as to what such 
& movement as this portends. The 
udges who have shown themselves 
able and willing effectively to check 
the dishonest activity of the very rica 
man who works iniquity by the mis- 
management of corporations, who 
have shown themselves alert to do 
justice to the wageworker, and sym- 
pathetic with the needs of the mass of 
our people, so that the dweller in tae 
tenement houses, the man who prac- 
tices a d us trade, the man wher 
is e by excessive hours of la- 
bor, feel that their needs are under- 
stood by the courts—these judges are 
real bulwark of the courts; these 
judges, tue judges of the stamp of the 
President-elect, who have been fear- 
less in opposing labor when it has 
gone wrong, but fearless also in hold- 
ing to strict account corporations 
that work iniquity, and far-sighted in 
seeing that the workingman gets his 
rights, are the men of all others to 
whom we owe it that the appeal for 
suca violent and mistaken legislation 
has fallen on deaf ears, that the agi- 
tation for its passage proved to be 
without substantial basis. The courts 
are jeopardized primarily by the ac- 
tion of these Federal an 
who show inability or unwillingness 
toeput a stop to the wrongdoing of 
very rich men der modern indus- 
trial conditions, dnd inability or un- 
willingness to give relle“ to men of 
small means or wageworkers who are 
crushed Jown by these modern indus- 
trial conditions; who, in other words, 
fail to understand and apply tue 
needed remedies for the new wrongs 
produced by the new and highly com- 
plex social and industrial civilization 
which has grown up in the last half 
century. 

The rapid changes in our social and 
industrial life which have attended this 
rapid growth have made it necessary 
that, in applying to concrete cases the 
great rule of right laid down in our 
Constitution. there should be a full 
understanding and appreciation of the 
new conditions to which the rules are 
to be applied. What world have deen 
an infringement upon liberty half a 
century ago may be the necessary safe- 
guard of liberty today. What would 
have been an injury to property then 
may be necessary to the enjoyment of 
property now. ver? judicial decision 
involves two terms--one, an interpre- 
tation of the law; the other, the under- 
standing of the facts te which it is 
to be applied. The great mass of our 
judicial officers are, I believe, alive to 
these changes of conditions which seo 
materially affect the performance of 
their jusicial duties. Our judicial sys- 
tem is sound and effective at core. and 
it remains, and must ever be main- 
tained, as the safeguard of those prin- 
ciples of libesty and justice which 
stand at the foundation of American 
institutions: for, as Rurke finely said 
when liberty and justice are separated, 
neither is safe. 

SOME HAVE LAGGED. 

There are, however, some members 
of the judicial body who have lagged 
behind in their understanding of these 
great and vital changes in the body 
politic, whcse minds have never been 
opened to the new applications of the 
old principles made necessary by the 
new conditions.” Judges of this stamp 
do lasting harm by their decisions, be- 
cause they convince r men in need 
of protection that t courts of the 
land are profoundly lenorant of and 
out of sympathy with their needs, and 
profoundly indifferent or hostile to any 
proposed remedy. To such men . 
seems a cruel mockery to have any 
court decide against them on the 
ground that it desires to preserve ‘‘lib- 
erty” ip a purely technical form, by 
withholding liberty in any real and 
constructive sense. It is desirable tha: 
the legislative body sheuld possess, 
and wherever necessary exercise, the 
power to determine whether in a given 
case employers and employés are not 
on an equal footing, so that the ne- 
cessities of the latter compel them to 
submit to such exactions as to hours 
and conditions of labor as unduly to 
tax their strength; and only mischief 
can result when such determination is 
upset on the ground that there must 
be no “interference with the liberty 
to contract“! —often a merely academic 
“liberty,” the exercise of which is the 
negation of real liberty. 

here are certain decisions by various 
courts which have been exceedingly 
detrimental to the rights of wage-work- 
ers. This is true of all the decicions 
that decide that men and women are, 
by the Constitution, “guaranteed their 
liberty” to contract to enter a danger- 
ous occupation, or to work an undesir- 
able or improper number of hours. or 
to work in unhealthy surroundings: 
and therefore can not recover dam- 
ages when maimed in that occupation, 
and can not be forbidden to work what

CHIEF DEFECT. 

In a report on a measure introduced 
at the first session of the present Con- 
grees, the Secretary of War said: “The 
chief defect in the methods hitherto 
pursued lies in the absence of execu- 
tive authority for originating compre- 
hensive plans covering the country or 
natural divisions thereof.” In this 
opinion I heartily concur. The pres- 
ent methods not only fail to give us 
inland navigation, but they are in- 
jurtous to the army as well. What is 
virtually a permanent detail of the 
corps of engineers to civilian duty 
necessarily impairs the efficiency of 
our military establishment. The mil- 
itary engineers have undoubtedly done 
efficient work in actual construction, 
but they are necessarily unsuited by 
their training and traditions to take 
the broad view, and to gather and 
transmit to the Congress the commer- 
clal and industrial information and 
forecasts, upon which waterway im- 
provement must always so largely 
rest. Furthermore. they have failed 
to grasp the great underlying fact 
that every stream is a unit from its 
source to its mouth, and that all its 
uses are interdependent. Prominent 
officers of the engineer corpse have re- 
cently even gone so far es to assert 
in print that waterways are not de- 
pendent upon the conservation of the 
forests about their headwaters. This 
position ts opposed to all the recent 
work of the scientific bureaus of the 
government and to the genera! experi- 
ence of mankind. A physician who 
disbelieved in vaccination would not 
be the right man to handle an epi- 
demic of smalipex. nor should we 
leave a doctor skeptical about the 
transmission of yellow fever by the 
Stegomyla mosquito in charge of san- 
itation at Havana or Panama. So 
with the improvement of our rivers, 
it is no longer wise or safe to leave 
this great work in the hands of men 
who fall to grasp the essential rela- 
tions between navigation and general 
development anti to assimilate and use 
the central facts about our streams.

MEANS TO PROSECUTE. 

Very little of such investigation has 
deen done in the past; but it is true 
that the work of the Secret Service 
agents was partly responsible for the 
indictment and conviction of a Senator 
and a Congressman for land frauds in 
Oregon.

TO DISCUSS PROJECT.

T Secretary Says Many

The local oll producers will 

next Tuesday afternoon at 3 o k 
at. the Union League to take up 
the agency question. H. 8. Woolner, 
temporary secretary, says he is confi- 
dent of the final success of the organi- 


all marketing being in the hands of the 
agency and its officers. 

Another great advantage under the 
agency would be the necessary storage 
for ol} that otherwise would have to 
be sold at a loss. It is difficult for an 
individual producer or small company, 
especially in the city, to keep sufficient 
tankage for even a few days’ pumping 
when the market is a trifie§ slack. 


"| When tanks are full, oll must be sold 


at once, or the wells shut down. The 
latter course means the laying off of 
the crew and perhaps a hunt for a 
new one within a few days. 

So the producer goes out to find an 
immediate buyer and as a result the 
price drops with a thud. A few days 
of grace to look over the market often 
would mean a better price. A properly 
organized agency would have all this 
provided for by tankage, and if it had 
to sell in the market to consumers it 
would be in a position to know more 
of the demand. 

Within the last few weeks sales in 
the city field have been made as low 
as G cents; in at least one case at 50, 
simply becawee the producer found 
himself with his tanks overflowing, 
unable to ship outside, and with very 
little opportunity to learn all he ought 
to know to market his goods advan- 


tageously. The Harris Oil Company, 
supplying a local gas company under 
contract, has buying considerable 


of the oll thus sold in the city field. 
Last summer 75 cents was about the 
minimum figure. 


HOW NORTH SEES IT. 
POSTPONEMENT NOT LIKED. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 7.—The sud- 
den postponement of the Bakersfield 
meeting indefinitely was a disappoint- 
ment to the oil men at this end of the 
line. Many had arranged their affairs

Every 
independent oil producer in the State 
should have an intelligent and wen- 
matured idea by this time what he 
wants in the way of organization.” 

It is suspected here that the trouble 
is With the south of the Tehachepi 
producers. It appears that they have 
not yet made up their minds or come 
to a conclusion that a combination, un- 
derstanding or codperation of the inde- 
pendent producers of the State is tust 
the thing for them to go into. It does 
not seem clear to them. 

It is heard that some have advanced 
the idea that any kind of organization 


„of the independent producers for the 


purpose of maintaining or elevating 
the price of oil would be in violation 
of the State anti-trust law. “Suppos- 
it would be,” said the producer quoted 
above, “the sooner we know it the 
better, then we, will be ready to try 
some other means, or patiently sub- 
mit to whatever the big marketing 
concerns see fit to dictate. We must 
get together and stand firm for a fair 
and just profit on our investment, 
which no one ought to deny 
should deny, and which can be had if 
natural conditions are permitted to 
obtain.” 
STANDARD IS PUSHED. 

The Standard is hard-pressed for re- 
fined oi] to supply its oriental trade; 
doubly hard because the market is 
sharply contested by others from more 
accessible quarters. To meet the de- 
mand from this end it is compelled to 
refine large quantities of fuel oll at 
the big refinery at Richmond, aside 
from what high gravity it gets from 
Coalinga and the south. This is not 
profitable. Too much residuum not pop- 
ular as fuel oil. The consumers of 
fuel declare it does not begin to do 
the work as does the regular fuel oll, 
though it is cheaper. . 

This is why the boss refiner is out 
on such a rampage of wild-catting. It 


“lis after a high gravity field and is 


not sparing money to find it. Experts 
are scurrying everywhere for indica- 
tions of high gravity land. They do 
not seek fuel oil, else they would con- 
centrate their efforts in the San Joa- 
quin Valle. 

The company is building strong 
hopes on the Altamont country, and is 
putting forth its very best effort with 
dispatch to find oil.

HOLINESS BANO’S PLUM. 


Rich Speculation of Seven People Re- 
called by Inquiry Addressed to 
Secretaary bf State.

print again, through publicity given 
to a letter written by Rev. F. C. Lane 
of this city to the Secretary of State 
at Sacramento. Mr. Lane is anxious 
to find out whether he is part of a re- 
ligious organization or of a business 
corporation. His letter is a _  boiled- 
down history of the Holiness Band, and 

reads as follows: 

“We incorporated in 1881 as a re- 
ligious body. We have held religious 
meetings ever since, and we have now 
only seven members. We built stores 
and a rooming-house and sold the 
property for $125,000, and divided $60,000 
among our members. We have now 
about $40,000. Now what I want to 
know is whether we have drifted into 
a corporate body for pecuniary profit, 
and are, therefore, liable for the cor- 
poration tax.” 

Mr. Lane has not yet received an 
answer to his important question, but 
its publicity will revive interest in the 
luck that rewarded the pluck of a lit 
tle bunch of holiness people in holding 
to a piece of property on Fifth street, 
between Spring and Broadway, unti 
sold a few years ago for $125,000.

Estimate for Monrovia Sewer System 
 Submitted—Will Raise Salaries 

of City Officials. 
MONROVIA, Dec. 8.—Messrs. Olm- 
stead and Gillalan. employed to pre- 
pare plans and estimates for a city 
sewer system, rendered a tentative re- 
port at last night's City Council meet- 
ing. The cost of a system adequate for 
all future demands upon it is placed 
at $100.000. Mr. Olmstead recommends 
that bonds in this amount be voted 
to insure uninterrupted progress of Ahe 
work when once begun. Relative to 
population the area within Lorporate 
limits is large, two miles long by one 
and one-half miles wide. For so large 
a territory the cost. of a system will 
be comperatively low owing to natural 
grade advantages. 
The estimate provides for treatment 
of: sewage in septic tanks and the 
purchase of land for growing euca- 
lyptus, which can be irrigated with the 
waste water. The construction of 
the entire system under one bond issue 
and within a definite period was ad- 
vised. 
The project has not been presented 
in sufficient detail for public sentiment 
to assume definite form. h. the main, 
however, it is favorable, although the 
expenditure called for is greater than 
was anticipated. 

The Financial Committee of the 
Council recommended a number of im- 
portant changes in the payment of cer- 
tain city officiels. Instead of so much 
per day it is proposed that the City 
Engineer receive 100 a month, the 
Superintendent of Streets, $75 and the 
City Marshal to receive $25 e month in 
addition to his salary to cover the ex- 
pense of maintaining a horse and bug- 
gy. The committee further recom- 
mended that the City Treasurer be re- 
quired to keep regular office hours at 
the City Hall.

REDON DO. Dec. 8.—The story in 
this morning’s Times about taking 
eight tons of sar — „ by the fish sloop 
Alpha, off this port. has served to 
again stir up interest in favor of an- 
nexing the water front to this city. 
This fish boat spends a goodly portion 
of its time in and around Redondo. 
The Redondo bight is perhaps the 
most prolific field for the successful 
operation of this wholesale method of 
fishing along this Coast. 

The Alpha may be found here, ly- 
ing a few hundred feet off shore, in 
between the wharves or within a short 
distance of them, almost any morning 
during the autumn and winter months, 
and her skipper knows that if he fails 
to pick up a school of sardines here 
he may as well go home and out of 
commission for ea while. Fishermen 
here state that they know that the 
Alpha = ruining this place for fishing 


as 
Redondo has an enviable reputation 
as a fisherman's paradise, and de- 
servedly so. There is scarcely a day 
in the year that some variety of game 
fish may not be taken here. There is 
not a day in the year that sportsmen 
may not be found on some one or 
other of the three piers with rod and 
reel taking game fish. But they all 
agree that the Alpha is gradually 
driving the small fry away, and this 
means that the mackerel, yellowtail, 
and other desirable game fish will also 
depart. 
e Alpha has been driven away 
from other places, and her skipper has 
been prosecuted a number of times. 
At Redondo he is safe in the absence 
of an ordinance of the Board of Su- 
pervisors, because the gentlemen who 
jaid out this little city did not foresee 
the desirability of taking in any ter- 
ritory seaward beyond mean high tide. 
Nor can any of the harbor be annexed 
unless in connection with some ad- 
joining territory on land, ye to 
the advice of experienced municipal 
attorneys. 

The Chamber of Commerce, it ts un-

society Woman and whip, whose 
disappearance from New York was foi- 
lowed by her discovery in a sanitarium 
at Norwalk, Ct., where she had been 
placed at the instigation of her rela- 
tives, was freed this afternoon. She 
started immediately for this city, ac- 
companied by Adele Ritchie, the ac- 
tress, and her friend, Jacob L. Rogers.

“I have delayed all this while to say 
a word against my brother, but I must 
now, in sheer self-defense.

in regard to a pending lawsuit, at his 
office. When our talk was over he 
proposed that we go to the Plaza to 
dine, so we entered a taxicab and 
rode up Madison avenue. Somewhere 
in the Forties the cab stopped and two 
doctors and two nurses stepped in. 
My brother had climbed outside and 
took a seat beside the chauffeur. 

“T attempted to break away, but the 
doctors held me fast. The chauffeur 
suddenly put on power, and away we 
sped. When I still protested they told 
me the papers for my commftment had 
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alr4ady been drawn up, so that the

“In a Harlem garage I was placed in 
a touring car, which landed me at the 
Green Farms Sanitarium, near West- 
port, Ct.

EVIDENCE ACCUMULATING. 


SEVEN SUITS AGAINST 
KIERAN IN PITTSBURGH. 


ITTSBURGH (Fa) Dec, 9.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Pittsburgh be- 
came early today a storm center 
of Kieran Fidelity Funding Company 
scandal. Seven suits were entered in 
the United States courts by eastern 
banking institutions to recover on 
notes which bear the stamp of P. J. 
Kieran, for whom the police are look 
ing. It is estimated tonight that the 
religious institutions and socteties in 
the Pittsburgh district have been jn- 
volved to the extent of $400,000 by 
Kieran. 

Many priests of this district na ve 
been absolutely ruined.

Four of the suits entered in the local | 
Federal Circuit Court today state the 
names of the institutions and soci- | 
eties, while three others entered do not | 
name the plaintiffs or amounts, but | 
will be fled later. The ciaims in the 
four principal suits are as follows: 

The Carnegie Trust Company of | 
New York against Rev. Jan Apol Rit- | 
koyzewski Braddock, to recover .- 
0%, on seven different notes signed by | 
the minister. Six of the notes are in- 


dorsed by Kieran for the Fidelity 
“unding Society and one by the Fidel- 
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|clety of the Holy Family to recover 


ity Funding Society; another suit by 
the Carnegie Trust Company is 
the Holy Family Orphan 
Asylum, a Polish institution at Ems- 
worth. Claims are made for 881. 
334.48 with interest and protest fees 
on notes signed by Kieran for the so- 
ciety of which he was head. 

In another suit the American Trust 
Company of Boston is the plaintiff.

Accompanying his report is some hot 
stuff from Capt. Fries relating to the 
Espee, as to the advisability of extend- 
ing the present project to the east and 
west basin. 

Gen. Marshall pours upon this rec- 
ommendation the following cold com- 
ment: 

“Under a strict interpretation of the 
law, these matters have no place in 
| this report; but in view of the local 
interest connected therewith, I have 
decided to permit it to stand, with the 
understanding that no work other than 
dredging to a. depth of thirty feet 
within the limits of the present. project 
is recommended by the department.” 

The report includes two reports from 


Fries in April, 1907, he thoroughly dis- 
cusses the harbor lines and the project. 
of dredging a channel twenty feet deep 
as fer as the wharves, and thence 
twenty-four feet deep to the turning 
basin. He suggests that it be made at 
least thirty feet deep. | 

In a later report, written just a year 
ago, Capt. Fries dwells at length on 
the commercial importance of South- 
ern California and of the need of this 
harbor. 

He suggests that the work shoyld not 
stop at the ‘dredging of this narrow 
channel and the turning basin, but 
should go on into the east and west 
basins. He even suggests the possi- 
bility of dredging out Bixby Slough 
and Nigger Slough, which would bring 
navigation to within twelve miles of 
Los Angeles He dwells with great 
emphasis on the importance of having 
the harbor line established so, he says, 
in case Wilmington lagoon is not Fed- 
eral property, arrangements be made 
to allow owners to dredge under their 
State rights. 

NEAR A “CALAMITY.” 

He hands the Hepee and Salt Lake, 
Interurban and Bannings a hot pack- 
age. He says that they are opposing 
drawbridges into the west basin and 
‘will probably endeavor to have ap- 
propriated money used solely for the 
east basin. 

He says their excuse is that draw- 
bridges are expensive; that the eag 
basin is sufficient for the err 
tion of shipping. To divert all ap- 
propriation to developing the east ba- 
sin, he says, would be “little short of 
a calamity.” 

Capt. Fries reports that the west ba- 
sin is better protected, less in danger 
from deterioration from sediment, and 
requires 20 per cent. less @redging than 
the east baain. 

As far as cost Is concerned he says 
that the raliroads erected thelr pres- 
ent trestle under an express agreement 
that they should not permanently ob- 


He says the railroads have exagger- 
ated the cost of the bridges. He points 
out that the corporations named prac- 
tically control the east basin but not 
the west basin. 

“Knowing these facts and others of 
similar nature, I am forced te con- 
clude.” says Capt. Fries, “that the 
Southern Pacific and Interurban are 
fighting the construction of draw- 
bridges to enable them, or more ex- 
actly speaking, the Southern Pacific, to 
control the harbor and prevent access 

y any other railroad than its ally, 
he Salt Lake.” 

USE PRESENT DREDGER. 

He says that, while opening up the 
west basin would not absolutely set- 
tle the matter, it would make it much 
harder for the Seuthern Pacific to 
control the harbor. 

Acting on this report. Col. Biddle 
recommends t the dredging be ex- - 
tended. to — that the west 
harbor be improved as soon as ship- 
ping justifies it and assurance can be 
had that the citizens will control a 
sufficient amount of the bank space. 
He recommends that drawbridges be 
cut through wherever required.
